members, for solution concern the. ev- 
eryday-work of the farm.

ries of the chemist and the agricultur- 
ist have little interest for the general- 
ity of ~jtt8 members except in so far-a« 
they may be directly applied to the 
production of farm stuff.

sults of scientifically .conducted experi- 
ments and for theories shaped; Into 
practical directions, its members look 
to Honolulu, and tbe papers of the 
Experiment Station here are sought

are quarterly; but during the past year 
the Society has held eight regular and 
special meetings - for .the transaction 
of business and tbe reading of papers.

The,topic of forage grasses for Hi

more or less complete failures are sure 
to resglt 
The unfortunate fate' of 


coffee-ratture in most of the localities 
where tried furnishes a striking ex- 
ample; and there are other*. 


Defective methods of planting, neg- 


lect of shade, failure .to fertilise and 
early pruning are quite enough to..ac- 
count for the- failure of coffee In most 
parts of Hawaii, and It is the 
conviction of not a few members of the 
Society that the time will yet come 
when scientific experimentation and a 
careful study ot local <sondltlon» will 
make coffee culture one of the leading 
industries of tbe island.
